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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the argument that the controller in 
Soucy is not coupled to nor operates the plurality of loads, the Examiner agrees that the governor and fuel supply controller are coupled to 
the engine, however, the engine is also coupled to the plurality of loads (i.e. generator and loads) which makes the governor and fuel 
supply controller coupled to the plurality of loads. Also, the fuel supply controller controls the supply of fuel to the engine (i.e. the power to 
the system), which means the fuel supply controller controls when the plurality of loads will be operable (on or off). Therefore, the 
controller of Soucy causes the plurality of loads to function. The Examiner would also like to point out in paragraph [0021] of the 
specification that an engine CAN NOT provide electrical power to direct loads (38) (emphasis on "electrical" power). So, disregarding Fig. 
1 , the fact that the specification teaches something that isn't true (i.e. an. engine providing electrical power to a generator (not mechanical)) 
is what the Examiner has a problem with. The Applicant also argues that the references are non-analogous, however, it has been held . 
that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem 
with which the applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention, and in this case there 
was a particular problem in Soucy and Lacy had the teaching to solve that problem (i.e. load demand/control), therefore these two 
references are not non-analogous. 
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
